for the return home of

tracted to Flint by false reports 
of 
“good jobs and high pay for all’”. 
Several busses said to belong to a 
line 
operating between 
Flint 
and 
cities in Missouri have been ordered 
to return their passengers 
to 
the 
starting point. Twenty men who came 
to Flint in one bus were found to have 
only a few dollars apiece and no pros­ 
pects of getting 
work. 
They 
were 
sent back to Missouri on the 
same 
bus. 
Many 
false reports 
concerning 
working conditions 
in 
Flint 
have 
been broadcast in other states”, Thief 
of Police Caesar J. Scavarda said to­ 
day. “The fact is, employment condi­ 
tions in the factories are normal now 
and when there are any jobs, 
Flint 
men are being given preference, so it 
is impossible to find work for the hun­ 
dreds of men coming to the city. 


“ I have several 
officers 
checking 
business places for possible odd jo b s 
which are distributed 
to the 
most 
worthy, but these odd jobs 
are 
not 
sufficient for all the men who

work. 


“The only solution is to stop 
the 
infiux of job-hunters from other stat­ 
es, and we are doing our best to dis­ 
courage them from coming".

CHRYSLER. 


He receive a customary early edu­ 
cation and later took up the study of 
medicine and began his 
practice

As illustrative of the 
versatility 
and dominance of this man, we might 
cite the bare fact that he was at dif­ 
ferent times, a practicing physician, 
banker, 
councilman, 
congressman, 
governor, member of numerous 
com 
mittees, both local and state, not 
to 
mention his participation in his resi 
dent town’s affair- being always the 
public benefactor of his home in Gal­ 
latin through hi;- 
upervision of the 
road 
system, 
his 
interest 
in 
th< 
schools, and in 1906, his donation of a 
tract of land which 
became Dockery 
Park. 
Dockery was chairman of the tenth 
congressional district committee from 
1878 to 1882, and in the latter yeat 
when the State was redistricted under 
Gov. Crittenden, seven 
of 
the 
ten 
counties included in 
the 
new 
3rd 
District were Democratic and Dook- 
erey 
felt 
that 
’’opportunity 
wa- 
knocking” and presented his 
candi- 
lacy for Congress. 
When 
the 
final 
vote had been cast, he headed the list 
of candidates and for seven succeed 
ing congressional conventions, he was 
nominated by aclamation. 
He served through the 18th to 58th 
Congresses inclusive, from March 
4. 
1883, to March 4, 1899. 
Perhaps his 
utstanding achievement as congress­ 
man was while a member of the fam 
oue Dockery Commission which 
was

of a report of this Commission presid 
ed over by Alexander Monroe Dock 
ery, from a village named in honor of 
Albert Gallatin”.

our memories is the passage of 
the 
law providing tor special delivery of 
letters, and al-o extending the free 
delivery of mails to small cities. 
Mr. Dockery declined renomination 
after the 55th Congress and returned

"Many 
false 
reports 
concerning 
working conditions 
in 
Flint 
have 
been broadcast in other states", Chief 
of Police Caesar J. Scavarda said to­ 
day. "The fact is, em ploym ent condi­ 
tions in the factories are normal now 
and when there are any jobs, 
Flint 
men are being given preference, so it 
is impossible to find work for the hun­ 
dreds of men com ing to the city. 


"I have several 
officers 
checking 
business places for possible odd jobs 
which are distributed 
to the 
most 
worthy, but these odd jobs 
are 
not 
sufficient for all the men who 
want 
work. 
"The only solution is to stop 
the 
influx of job-hunters from other sta t­ 
es, and we are doing our best to dis­ 
courage them from com ing”.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
A m ong the many men of note who 
have been horn in Gallatin. Missouri, 
was A lexander Monroe Dockery, 
the 
th irtieth govern«»! 
of the S tate 
of 
Missouri. 
He wa* born F ebruary II, 
1845 of sturdy Irish extraction, and 
his fath e r, Willis E. Dockery, was an 
itinerant preacher of that branch 
of 
the Metho<Hst Episcopal church, des­ 
ignating itself n<. South. 
Ho receive a custom ary early edu­ 
cation and later took up the study of 
medicine and began his 
practice 
in 
U nneus, Missouri, 
later moving 
to 
Chillicothe, Mo., in 18fi9, 
where 
he 
m arried Miss Mary E. Bird. 
As illustrative of the 
versatility 
and dom inance of thi* man, we might 
cite the hare fact that he was at dif­ 
ferent tim es, a practicing physician, 
banker, 
councilman, 
congressm an, 
governor, m em ber of numerous 
com ­ 
mittees, both local and state, not 
to 
mention his participation in his resi­ 
dent to w n ’s affairs, being always the 
public benefactor of his home in G al­ 
latin th ro u g h his sui»ervision of the 
road 
system , 
his 
interest 
in 
the 
schools, and in li*06. his donation of a 
tract of land which 
became Dockery 
Park. 
Dockery w as chairm an of the tenth 
congressional district com m ittee from 
1878 to 1882, and in the la tte r year 
when the S ta te was redistricted under 
Gov. Crittenden, seven 
of 
the 
ten 
counties included in 
the 
new 
3rd 
D istrict w ere Democratic and Dock- 
erey 
felt 
that 
‘‘opportunity 
was 
knocking” and prc-ented his 
candi­ 
dacy for Congress. 
When 
the 
final 
vote had been cast, he headed the list 
of candidates and for seven succeed­ 
ing congressional conventions, ho was 
nom inated by aclamation. 
He served through the 18th to 55th 
Congresses inclusive, from March 
4. 
1883, to M arch 4. 181*9. 
P erhaps his 
outstanding achievement as congress­ 
man w as while a member of the fam ­ 
ous Dockery Commission which 
was 
created d u rin g the 53rd Congress 
in 
1893. 
This Commission made inquiry 
into the sta tu s of the laws pertaining 
to the executive departm ent 
of 
the 
governm ent and it is unique to note 
th a t the accounting m ethods used 
in 
the T reasu ry System which were put 
into operation by All>ert Gallatin, re­ 
mained unchanged until October 
1, 
1894, “ W hen an Act of C ongress was 
approved for a new accounting sys­ 
tem th a t resulted from the adoption 
of a report of this Commission presid­ 
ed over by A lexander Monroe Dock­ 
ery, from a village nam ed in honor of 
A lbert G allatin”. 
P erh ap s the thing 
which makes him even more secure in 
our memories is the passage of 
the 
law providing for special delivery of 
letters, and also extending the free 
"delivery of mails to sm all cities.

Former^ who have used the 
weed 
tewtlnp laboratory are highly pleased 
with the results 
obtained, 
although 
some of the cotton weed haw germ i­ 
nated aw low aw 14 per 
cent. 
Other 
samples have reached 80 per cent 
to 
85 per cent. The man whose samples 
germinate very poorly has the 
op­ 
portunity of disposing of this seed and 
getting seed that will sprout 
when 
planted. 
A large per cent of the corn 
haw germinated very 
satisfactorily. 
Several samples reaching 07 per cent 
to 00 per cent good, while a few sam ­ 
ples h*ve gone as low aw 50 per cent. 
Anyone wishing to 
have 
their weed 
tested simply send a representative 
sample to the County Agent, who will 
gludly have same tested. 


A few of the high points brought 
out in the baby chick meeting accord­ 
ing to the County Agent are as 
fol­ 
lows: 
Early hatched chicks are more pro­ 
fitable 
IxH'Huae:

They are less susceptible 
to parasites and diseases.

early in March and the light breeds. 
Leghorns 
and 
Ancona* 
should 
be 
hatched in April. 
Artificial methods 
of incubation and brooding are neces­ 
sary in raising early hatched chicks. 
The old hen can no longer be depend­ 
ed upon to hatch out and brood 
her 
chicks. 


FARM BUREAU NEWS 


Martin I. Schmuck, a farmer near 
Gideon, has discovered what promises 
to he a very profitable side line. This 
side line is the growing of horserad­ 
ish and manufacturing it into a table 
product. 
In a conversation with the 
County 
Extension 
Agent, 
Schmuck 
stated that he accidentally discover«! 
that horseradish was salable. 
While delivering butter and milk in 
Gideon, he gave to one or two of 
his 
customers, a jar of horseradish which 
he had made for his own consumption. 
These people liked 
the 
horseradish 
and told others, soon Mr. Schmuck re­ 
alized there was a demand for hia pro­ 
duct, he then made up a number of 
jars and had them placed on sale 
in 
several stores. 
These stores have re­ 
ported that the home-made product is 
selling exceptionally well, and 
are 
very much 
surprised 
because 
the 
bought product did not sell. 
Realiz­ 
ing that side lines mean money, Mr. 
Schmuck has decided to go into this 
>n a large scale. Mr. Schmuck 
is one 
among several farmers of the county 
who are finding that side lines can be 
levelopcd into a profitable part of the 
farming operations. 


A very interesting poster on show­ 
ing the life circle of round worms 
in 


hogs, and their control has been 
re- 
ceived by County Agent Renner. The 
diagram shows how the eggs are pick­ 
ed up by young pigs, then these eggs 
pass into the stomach, while here they 
hatch into worms which crawl 
into 
the blood vesels, next to the heart, 
then to the lungs, while 
here 
they 
grow to about 1-25 inch 
in 
len *h. 
The next journey for these worms 
is 
up the windpipe into the back of the 
mouth, where they are swallowed ami 
spend the rest of their life in the in­ 
testines. 
It usualy requiring 
them 
about two months 
to 
become 
full 
grown. 


Three 4-H Clubs have been organ­ 
ized in Fornfelt by Mrs. John Martin 
and Mrs. Edmondson as leaders.
